LONDON 
(U F I ) —E u ro p e a n 
currency exchanges reopened today 
for the first time since President 
Nixon allowed the dollar to float a 
week ago. As expected, the dollar 
fell on most markets but trading 
was slow and cautious and any 
effective devaluation of the dollar 
was inconclusive. 
In West Germany, which has one 
of the stronger currencies in the 
world, the effective devaluation of 
the dollar was 6.4 per cent with the 
dollar quotation set at 3.4250 as 
compared with the old official rate 
of 3.66. This was better than the 7.65 
devaluation of last week, a 22-year 
low. 
Against the British pound sterling 
the dollar first dropped by about 2.5 
per cent as the pound was allowed to 
float freely for the first time since 
the start of World War II. Later it 
recovered to about 1.7 per cent. The 
official rate is $2.40 to the pound and 
prices moved from $2.4450 back up 
to $2.4425. 
The dollar improved in France 
and last weeks dollar devaluation of 
7 per cent settled to 1 per cent. 
The dollar also dipped in Italy, in 
Scandivania, and in the Benelux 
nations—Belgium, Luxembourg and 
Holland. The Spanish peseta and the 
Portuguese escudo were unchanged. 
Two 
nations 
officially 
devalued 
their currencies over the weekend 
as result of the Nixon action—the 
Israeli pound by 20 per cent from 
3.50 to the dollar to 4.20. 
Indonesia devalued its currency 
by almost 10 per cent today and the 
Indonesian rupia was set at 415 to 
the dollar. 
On the Hong Kong market the 
dollar plunged to a low of 5.85 Hong 
Kong dollars to the U.S. dollar when 
the market opened, a devaluation of 
3.4 per cent, but the dollar gained 
strength later and rose to between 
5.90 and 5.94, or about 3 per cent. 
The official rate is 6.06. 
The Tokyo stock m arket plunged 
again today as pressure increased 
on Japan to revalue the yen upward 
as much as 20 per cent. The Bank of 
Japan has bought more than $2.5 
billion in dollars to save the old rate 
of 360 yen to the dollar. 
The pressure on Japan was so 
great that there was virtually no 
quotation on the yen in the London

“ incredible” a report that some

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Ky pulls out of South Vietnam race 


SAIGON (U P Ii-V ic e President Nguyen Cao Ky pulled out of the 
Oct. 3 presidential race today despite U.S. efforts to keep him in. He 
proposed instead that he and President Nguyen Van Thieu resign 
.immediatelv so a new election could be organized. 
The South Vietnamese supreme court placed Ky 's name on the ballot 
Saturday, reversing an earlier ruling that he was ineligible, but Ky 
said the law should be flexible enough to allow him to remove it. 
Ky said he was pulling out because of Thieu's “ m aneuvers.” Gen. 
Duong Van “ Big” Minh. the only other major candidate, dropped out 
of the race last week charging the election was rigged. 
The reduction of the field to one man dismayed American officials. 
U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker had been meeting with Thieu. 
Minh and Ky in an effort to avoid such a situation. 
The U.S. embassy issued a statem ent today saying “ we regret the 
decision of Vice President Ky not to contest the election for the 
presidency of the Republic of Vietnam. We are studying the 
implications of the situation and have no further comment at this 
tim e.” 
(At San Clemente, President NTxon was reported to be deeply 
concerned about Ky’s decision but a spokesman had no immediate 
comment. (

Ky said he notified Bunker of his decision before making the 
announcement. “ I simply told the ambassador that any election 
organized by Thieu would not be an honest election,” he said. 
Ky said he would run if the election were reorganized under 
conditions he considered fair. 
“ The law has l)een used for personal purposes,” Ky said. “ I propose 
that President Nguyen Van Thieu and I both resign today. 
“The speaker of the Senate can then assume interim responsibility 
for the country and reorganize the next elections within three months 
according Article 56 of the constitution.” 
The vice president said he consulted with Buddhists, Catholics, 
labor organizations and politicians, and all advised him against 
making the race. 
“ The next election has been arranged according to a plot fixed in 
advance. ” he said. "1 will not follow any such maneuvers by running 
in the next election. ” 
Regarding the Supreme Court ruling that he was eligible for the 
ballot despite his failure to get the required 100 signatures of 
provincial councilors, Ky said; “The Supreme Court is the supreme 
beauty parlor because it can change the face of things at will.”

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Agreement reached 
on future of Berlin

drawn up an agreement on the future of 
Berlin designed to lessen tension in the 
perennial cold war trouble spot.

would strengthen the isolated city 110 
miles inside East Germany.

Abrassimov heralded the agreement by 
emerging from the final Big Four meeting 
and announcing “everything is perfect. 


The sources said the Russians have 
agreed 
to 
accept 
responsibility 
for 
unimpeded access to West Berlin, favored 
opening the wall for West Berliners, and 
recognized the ties that bind West Berlin to 
West Germany. 


The Western allied ambassadors to West 
Germany and the Soviet ambassador to 
East Germany met at the West 
Berlin 
residence of U.S. Ambassador Kenneth 
Rush instead of in the former Allied 
Control Authority building as in the past. 
The sources said only an unexpected last- 
minute balking by the Russians could block 
acceptance today of an agreement to be 
submitted to the Big Four governments for 
approval. Then details will have to be 
worked out bv the East and West Germans 


three 
in talks expected to last two to 
months. 
Rush received in order the British, 
French and Russian ambassadors as they 
drove to his villa on a quiet suburban street 
near American headquarters. 
The western sources said in return tor 
concessions the Russians won the right to 
open a consulate in West Berlin and a 
limitation 
on

political 
activity. 


The sources said that in the agreement 
the Russians accept the principle that all ol 
West Berlin's 2.2 million residents have the 
right to visit East Berlin on the same basis 
as other travelers.

moving across East Germany to and from 
West Berlin no longer will be challenged, 
harassed or turned back, the sources said. 
Important details are yet to be worked 
out in negotiations between the West and 
East German governments.

High winds also de-roofed a carport in the Detroit suburb 
of St Clair Shores, damaging 20 automobiles.

Will Padres 
dump Gomez?

NEW YORK lU PIi -The San Diego Padres have 
finished last every year and that's where they’re going to 
finish again this year, so there's no question what they're 
going to do this winter. 
They're going to make a move. 
The question is how and where and that brings up tiiree 
prime possibilities. 
You can forget the first one. 
The Padres will not move out of San Diego. 
C. Arnholt Smith, who owns the ball club, is a very 
patient man. Moreover he made all his money in San Diego, 
he is inordinately civic-minded and just doesn't believed in 
jumping around. 
The second possibility you hear is that the Padres will 
make “ a lot of trades." 
Scratch that one pretty much, too, because after all, 
what's a lot? Two? 
Sure, they can get a couple of infielders for somebody like 
Nate Colbert, and anybody in either league will grab one of 
their pitchers like Dave Roberts or Clay Kirby or Steve 
Arlin, but you don’t give up any of them that easily and once 
you do that finishes you for the winter and maybe the 
summer, too. 
Which brings about possibility number three. 
Change the manger. 
Why not? That’s always the easiest thing to do anyway. 
Blame the manager, the same way some National League 
players are blaming Richie Allen for putting a match to 
decrepit old Connie Mack Stadium over the weekend. Only 
in Richie Allen's case, they're kidding. 
Buzzy Bavasi, the Padres' president, doesn’t really have 
to bother changing managers though because a lot of people 
have taken care of that little matter for him already. 
One day you read Don Drysdale is going to get the San 
Diego job next year. Then you hear it’ll be Alex Grammas 
or Roy Hartsfield. More recently. Yogi Berra and Maury 
Wills were named. 
At the moment the man managing the Padres is Preston 
Gomez, the same man who has had them from the very 
start. 
In all baseball there is no more knowledgeable or dedicat- 
ed man than Preston Gomez. 
He is so thoroughly dedicated in everything he does that 
when he went into the hospital for a hernia operation five 
weeks ago and gag was that the doctors weren’t ready for 
him because he showed up two hours early. 
The Padres must do something. Distasteful as it may be 
to him because he knows the man is an excellent manager 
and he also likes him personally, Buzzy Bavasi may feel he 
has to replace Preston Gomez. 
“ I don’t worry about it," Gomez says. “ Deep in my heart 
I know this: the day he expects to make a change I'll be the 
first to know. I won't have to read it in the paper." 
Preston Gomez has worked hard for the Padres, so hard 
that some of the stitches in his stomach opened because he 
came back to the job sooner than his dictor told him to. 
“ He is an incredible man, " says left-hander Dave 
Roberts. “ He plays this game like a chess-master, figuring 
moves two and three innings ahead. And I’ve never seen the 
kind of dedication he shows. Say we have a game scheduled 
for 7:30. He'll arrive at the park at noon and still be there 
by mid-night” 
Dave Roberts isn't the only one who talks like that about 
Preston Gonez. 
Remember Clay Kirby? He's the 23-year old right-hander 
Gomez caused a national controversy with a year ago when 
he lifted him for a pinch hitter even though Kirby was 
working on a no-hitter. Gomez made the change in the 
seventh inning because the Padres trailed the Mets, 1-0. 
Clarence Gaston, the man he designated to pinch hit, struck 
out. 
“ At the time, " Clay Kirby says now, “ I was mad. 
Afterwards I realized he made the right decision He was 
just trying to win the game the best way he knew how. ” 
When Gomez took the San Diego job, Walt .Alston, with 
whom he had been working at Los Angeles, put it to him 
this way: 
“ It W ill be the toughest job you ever had because you’re 
going with an expansion club. They’ll expecT you to build tor 
the future and to win, too." 
Preston Gomez has helped build the San Diego club tor 
the future but the Padres haven’t been able to win enough 
and that’s what they pay off on. 
He hopes naturally he'll be back next year. If he isn’t, it'll 
hurt Preston Gomez but he’ll never show it. 
“ I know one thing," he says. “ If it ever comes to that, I 
can walk out of here knowing that my ballplayers look like 
professionals."

Dear Dr. L a m b —Accord­ 
ing to an article I read, the 
use of polyunsaturated oil in 
cooking is just as harmful 
to a person’s health as satu­ 
rated fats. The article states 
that heating to a normal de­ 
gree and time in the aver­ 
age cooking resaturates the 
fats or oil and actually con­ 
tributes to the very condition 
they are supposed to allevi­ 
ate. In addition, the heated 
oils are toxic and even car­ 
cinogenic. The main point of 
the article is the negligence 
on the part of physicians in 
advising the use of polyun­ 
saturated fats and oils to 
lower blood cholesterol with­ 
out stressing that such oils 
and fats s h o u l d not be 
heated or used in cooking. 
Is this an accepted medi­ 
cal position? 
Dear Reader-NO! It is 
not an accepted medical po­ 
sition and is misinformation. 
In writing on this point, Dr. 
Ancel Keys of the University 
of Minnesota, who has long 
been a champion of poly­ 
u n s a t u r a t e d fats states, 
“Heating oils, as in ordinary 
cooking, or a reasonable re­ 
use of frying oils does not 
make them dangerous. 
To this may I add that the 
Inter-Society Commission on 
Heart Disease reported on 
diet Dec. 15, 1970, and once 
again recommended limita­ 
tion of fat and that about a 
third of the fat should be of 
the polyunsaturated fat type. 
This represents more accu­ 
rately a c c e p t e d medical 
opinion. Even the dissenters 
feel the evidence is strong 
enough that it is the best ad­ 
vice that can be given at the 
present time. 


The changes in the diet 
that need to be accomplished 
to meet the recommenda­ 
tions are not as difficult as 
many imagine. You can de­ 
crease the percentage of fat 
in a meal and still use meat. 
For example, if a lean roast 
is boiled, or pot roasted 
with the fat skimmed off the 
fluid and served with vege­ 
tables boiled with the meat, 
the per cent of calories from 
fat will be reduced. 


The problem is the Ameri­ 
can habit of serving a po­ 
tato with the meat garnished 
with a lot of butter, marga­ 
rine or sour cream. If the 
food that goes with the meat 
was not soaked in grease or 
fat and salads were served 
with low-fat dressings made 
with po l y u n s a t u r a t e d fat, 
the meat issue wouldn’t be 
so important. Serving fish 
and chicken part of the time 
would balance out the dis­ 
tribution of various types of 
fat. To a large extent, the 
problem is not so much the 
fat that comes naturally in 
food, but the habit of arti­ 
ficially adding fat to natu­ 
rally nonfat foods, failure to 
serve a balanced diet, and 
too much of everything.

him to return to the fold and New \o r k s problems 
haven't magically disappeared. 
Lindsay, a New York congressman for six years before 
he was elected mayor in 196:'), seconded the nomination 
ot Vice President Spiro Agnew at the Republican 
National Convention in 1968 but was grown increasingly 
uncomfortable as a Republican and in 1970 backed the 
Democrats' losing gubernatorial candidate in New York, 
Arthur Goldberg Now he says that 
as an enrolled 
Republican, I wasn't even standing still I was going 
backwards 
However ideologically ill at ease he was as a 
Republican though. Lindsay must have been at least 
twice as unhappy at being a Republican politically 
hemmed in. with no place to go but back to obscurity. At 
;>0. at the height ot his considerable charisma, he was 
faced with the obstacles of a Republican president, a 
Republican governor and no senatorial opening in the 
near future. 
Since a

obviously out, Lindsay picked up his marbles and went 
across the street He isn't the first prominent politican 
to change parties.

York 
to name two — have remained Republicans 
despite their frequent disagreements with the party's 
leadership because it suited them politically. 
American 
political 
parties are organizations of 
convenience, groups of people joined together to win 
elections They are only to a very limited degree parties 
in the European sense ot organizations whose goal is to 
promote a specific ideology. 
To the American voter, this means it is harder to tell 
the candidate without a scorecard, harder to know what 
a man s beliefs are from his party identification. It 
means that the same people who would have voted for or 
against John Lindsay the Republican will most likely 
vote the same way, for or against John Lindsay the 
Democrat if the occasion arises. 
The difference — and it is a vital one to Lindsay — is 
that now that occasion has a much greater chance to 
arise in the first place.

unemployment rate. It would hardly 
do to slash defense outlays and 
cause new lavoffs. 


The President’s neat handiwork is 
found also on the tax-cut side. The 
plan for a “job development credit 
of 10 per cent for industry can be 
sold to Chairman Mills and others as 
costing no more than $3 billion in 
revenue losses this fiscal year. 


One budget expert says, though,

The real struggle 


WASHINGTON — The focus of the 
real struggle over President Nixon s 
new plans to receive the economy 
and to end a long era of undue 
Am erican 
generosity 
toward 
Europe and Japan will 
not lie 
between the two political parties. 
Rather, the core of the action will be 
intramural as between the super 
leaders of labor, such as George 
Meany of AFL-CIO and Leonard 
Woodcock of the Auto Workers, and 
their own rank and file. 
The 
controlling 
Democrats 
of 
Congress are not really going to 
buck the President. For he has 
pretty well shot the economic issue 
out from under them for the 1972 
presidential election. They know as 
much; and while there is going to be 
some grumbling about too little and 
too late and so on, no responsible 
Democrat is actually going to die on 
the barricades against Mr. Nixon 
here. 
To be sure, such ultra-liberal 
democratic presidential aspirants 
as senators George McGovern and 
F red 
H a rris 
are 
u tte r in g 
predictable howls about a “ rich 
m an’s ” 
program. 
But 
these 
lamentations 
are 
without 
much 
meaning for two reasons. Firstly, 
neither McGovern nor Harris has 
any power on Capitol Hill; secondly, 
both as a practical matter can be 
stricken from the long roster ot 
genuine 
possibilities 
for 
the 
presidential nomination 
But the position among labor is 
something else altogether. Meany, 
Woodcock and company, not to 
mention Harry Bridges on the west 
coast and others, are not going to go 
along with Mr. Nixon (though, to be 
sure, they probably would not have 
in any event, as to ¡972» 
This does not necessarily mean, 
however, that the ordinary working 
stilts — and their wives, who are 
distinctly worried about the inflated 
living costs which the president is 
attacking - are going to follow 
Messrs. Meany and his colleagues. 
It had, in fact, long been apparent, 
before the President’s wage - and - 
price freeze was even a small gleam 
in his eye, that shirt - sleeve labor 
had become far less enchanted with 
the strike, with its payless paydays 
and its cheerless lining up for one 
form or another of welfarism, than 
had its great chieftains. 
What has been set up here, in 
short, 
as 
an 
eyeball-to-eyeball 
confrontation between the Indians 
and 
the 
chiefs • in 
the * labor 
movement, 
with the 
President s 
traditional 
D em ocratic 
party 
opposition 
far more 
inclined 
to 
watch the battle from afar than to 
enter it gung-ho on the side of 
Meany and the other chiefs 
Any man who attempted at this 
early stage flatly to predict the 
outcome here would be very foolish 
All the same, certain factors which 
might — repeat might — suggest an 
ultimate victory ol the Indians over 
the chiefs are perfectly.discermble. 
To begin with, the Indians are tar 
more sophisticated than they used to 
be and millions of them have long 
since moved from the hovel life to 
life in the split - level — from lower 
economic class to middle class. 
They (and their w ives> have no 
difficulty at all in figuring out that 
increased pay bought at the cost of 
long and dreary strikes is twice a 


chimera. Even when they at length 
obtain the raises sought they are 
aware that it will take a long, long 
time to recompense themselves for 
the wages lost in the meantime. 
And. again, they know, too. that 
increases are in any case swallowed 
up by what has been the inevitably 
accompanying 
rising 
cost 
of 
everything they have to buy. 
This is another way of saying that 
the bottom issue here is not really 
unemployment 
as 
such. 
It 
is, 
simply, inflation. Moreover, of the 
20 million fixed income people most 
cruelly at present being pinched by 
inflation, many millions are far 


from rich and cosseted. They are, 
instead, elderly retirees subsisting 
on pensions — and they are also in 
many cases the relatives or close 
friends of 
mdians in the labor 
movement who themselves will one 
day be living on pensions, too. 
It would be ironic — and it is very 
far from inconceivable — that in 
taking 
up 
an 
adamant 
position 
against the Nixon policies the chiefs 
might 
at 
last 
look 
over 
their 
shoulders to find that their mdians 
had, as the expression goes, had 
enough.

Hardship in strike 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
An 
unpublicized 
study 
on 
American prisoners in the Korean 
War should give some hope to the 
wives, parents and children of those 
American POWs now held by Hanoi. 
The conclusion of the report is 
most significant: 
Americans endure captivity and 
the conditions that go with it much 
better than most of us expect. 
Researcher Albert D. Biderman 
says in fact, “1 believe that the 
ordinary 
Am erican 
who 
has 
experienced 
oppressive 
captivity 
has entered the situation with a 
general 
underestimation 
of 
his 
ability to take it’." 
The 
r e se a r c h 
seems to indicate 
those 
authorities 
are 
wrong 
who 
persistently preach 
that the luxuries of 
modern, 
affluent, 
mechanized society 
a r e 
m a k in g 
Americans 
so soft physically and mentally they 
are becoming progressively less 
adapted to enduring hardship. 
Following the Korean War, says 
Biderman, 
readers 
of 
one 
of 
A m e r ic a ’s 
m ost 
p rom in en t 
magazines were appalled by an 
article purporting to describe how 
readily 
A m erican 
p rison ers 
succumbed to minor hardship. Yet, 
he says, “ were these readers, by 
some miracle of communication, 
acquainted 
with 
the 
day-by-day 
details of what each of these men 
lived through, they would be amazed 
that so manv of them survived at 
all." 
Therefore 
Biderman 
concludes 
that ‘ it does not appear that our loss 
of physical capacity to cope with 
adversity ... has proceeded in any 
wise as rapidly ... ias our) everyday 
familiarity" with hardship. 
Furthermore, 
research on the 
limits of human tolerance being 
'con ducted 
for 
the 
D efense 
Department suggests that 
many 
currently accepted estim ates of the 
limits 
of 
human 
tolerance 
for 
deprivation 
and 
environmental 
e x tr e m e s 
are 
in a c c u r a te ly 
conservative 
What men have 
lived through is almost impossible 
to believe. 
As for our training today, says 
Biderman: 
“We daily hurtle in automobiles 


separated only from others hurtling 
in the opposite direction by a few 
inches 
of 
yellow 
line 
on 
the 
pavement. 
Whether our risk in 
probability terms is greater or less 
than that of the pioneer facing the 
prospect of Indian raids in his wagon 
train is objectively unimportant 
“Consider the Manhattan office 
worker who packs himself twice 
each day, including the torrid month 
of August, into a subway car with 
260 other souls < allowing a space of 
perhaps under two square feet per 
person) for a 45-minute ride to 
Bensonhurst or Jackson Heights. I 
am not at all sure that he is not 
undergoing inuring and training as 
potentially 
valuable 
for 
many 
situations of harsh captivity as is 
the daily experience of the plow 
hand.” 
Nowhere 
in 
the 
report 
are 
families mentioned — or letters. 
But the conclusion is that “personal 
change and 
involvement 
in the 
immediate situation’’ (adjustment 
to the present conditions) must be 
balanced 
with 
“self-maintenance 
and continued identification with 
‘the outside’." 
Now the ability to physically and 
mentally adapt to the situation is the 
problem of the man and what is 
inside him. 
But the continued identification 
with 
the 
outside 
and 
“ self­ 
maintenance," 
which 
the 
study 
considers of equal importance, are 
in 
con sid erab le 
m easure 
a 
responsibility of our government 
and the families of the POWs, 
working in cooperation. 
For if each man is to retain his 
concept of himself as an individual 
and as a part of the world he is going 
to live in after a captivity (and he 
must have this to endure > then this 
government 
must do everything 
possible to see to it that each POW 
hears from his family and that he 
knows his country is going all-out 
for him
